LOS ANGELES, Nov. 15 — Dr. 
C. Glen King, Executive Director 
of The Nutrition Foundation, Inc., 
and the man who first discovered 
the vitamin C values in lemons, 
this week said ‘‘the nation’s health 
is being endangered by the un- 
sound diet recommendations of 
food faddists” in a talk to the In- 
stitute of Food Technologists 
meeting at the Huntington-Shera- 
ton Hotel in Pasadena. 

“For example, a man who is sup- 
posed to be a well trained scien- 
tist representing a responsible na- 
tional organization was recently 
quoted in the press as saying at a 
medical meeting that ‘fresh orang- 
es contain very little vitamin C 
because they are picked green’. 
How ridiculous can you get” said 
Dr, King, ‘‘everyone knows that 
fresh citrus fruits are the most 
reliable source of vitamin C for 
our diet and by federal law orang- 
es cannot be picked until they are 
fully ripened on the tree.”

VISALIA, Nov. 15 — The spot- 
ted alfalfa aphid resistant variety, 
Lahontan, has been found to yield 
20 to 25 per cent less than Cali- 
verde in several county yield nurs- 
eries in the Southern San Joaquin 
valley. 

In Tulare county two yield nurs- 
eries plantings of Lahontan were 
compared with Caliverde and 
Pioneer 919. In both tests the 
yields were equally as good or 
slightly better than either variety.

Pheasant hunting season opens 
statewide for a period of sixteen 
days starting November 17, with 
a possession limit of ten birds, 
either sex, in the counties of Mon- 
terey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, 
Mono, Inyo, San ‘Bernardino and 
south thereof. The possession limit 
to the north of this area is also 
ten but only one may be a female 
pheasant. 


The daily bag limit is not more 
than two birds per day on.Novem- 
ber 17 and 18 and four per day 
thereafter. 


Pheasants must be tagged im- 
mediately upon being shot and re- 
trieved and it is recommended that 
hunters secure these tags at where- 
ever licenses are sold in their own 


residential. locality in advance of | 


the season. Reason for this is 
that tags are sometimes in short 
supply in pheasant hunting coun- 
try and hunters lose valuable 
shooting time scurrying around 
attempting to locate the all-im- 
portant tags.

If growers approve quotas in the: 
referendum, price support on' the 
1957 crop of that particular kind 
of cotton will be available to elig- 
ible' growers at the full level of the 
effective supports, between 90 and 
75 percent of parity. ‘‘Eligible’’ 
growers are those who comply 
with their acreage allotments. 

If quotas are turned down, sup- 
port to eligible growers will drop. 
to 50 percent of parity. 

Under a marketing quota pro- 
gram, growers who exceed their 
farm acreage allotments will be 
subject to penalties on the farm’s 
excess production of cotton. “The 
penalty rate for upland cotton is 
50 percent of parity, and for extra 
long staple the penalty is either 
50 percent of parity or 50 percent 
of the support price, whichever is 
higher, In general, the farm mar- 
keting quota (which a farmer may 
market free of penalty) is the pro- 
duction from the farm’s’ acreage 
allotment. 

California has an allotment of 
810, 445 acres available for distri-. 


bution to state cotton growers on} 


which to produce the 1957 crop of 
upland cotton. This compares to 
782,405 acres of state allotment 
for production of upland cotton in 
1956.

the state legislature in its 1957 
session that opens next January. 

Senator Williams’ joint legista- 

ve committee on water problems, 
hrough subcommittees named by. 
Senator Williams, has also been 
holding water hearings, and will 
report back to the full committee 
prior to opening of the 1957 state 
legislative session. 


A major water problem centers 
around the “counties of origin’’, 
Senator Williams points out. 

“In these counties of origin — 
counties where supplies of water 


‘| originate, there is a willingness to 


cooperate in distribution of sur- 


plus water into water short areas”’, 


Senator Williams states. 
“However, the big question is, 
just what constitutes surplus wa- 


ter will-a county of origin need in 
the future; what about future 
changes in the economy of the 
county that might result in in- 
creased water needs compared to 
needs of the present; what about 
changing agricultural water 


‘needs? 


“These are some of ‘the ques- 


tions that must be amswered before 


the actual amount of surplus wa- 
ter in a given area can be deter- 
mined’’, Senator Williams points 
out.. 

“We must take care of counties 
of water need, but at the same 
time we must protect the rights 
of counties or origin’, Senator 
Williams says. “The problem is 
complex, and serious; its solution 
is of major ee to Califor- 
nia.”’ 

While Senator Williams is not 
yet ready to announce recommen- 
dations from his own committee, 
he does say that the future water 
program must he of a “flexible” 
nature,’ that in years of natural 
water shortage, one area should 
not have a guaranteed water sup- 
ply at the expense of another area. 

Senator Williams also points out 
that the present state water plan 
exists “‘on paper only’. Before it 
can become a reality, the state leg- 
islature must act upon it.
